Applicant's argument that Huakka et al does not teach "deposition of an oxide of the same metal on the 
monoatomic layer of the metal " is not persuasive because claim 1 1 recites"between said monoatomic film depositing step and said metal 
oxide film depositing step, the step of supplying oxidizing gas onto a surface of said monoatomic film", which Huakka et al teaches. This 
step would include oxidizing the monoatomic film, and depositing oxide on the oxidized film. In addition, claim 1 does not require a 
monoatomic metal film, because claim 1 only requires that the monoatomic film is a "monoatomic film including a metal" and not a
